o one of his hips which baa made him a 
ripple for life, though with the aid of.a 
tout cane ho experiences little difficulty 
n walking.

A writer in ''TSlackwood's Maga- 


zine" believes that the invention of 
long range fighting has brought into 
the world a type of fortitude which

They have to stay quiet under con- 
tant fire, to let themselves be knock- 
ed to pieces, without the chance or 


ven the possibility of doing anything 
o defend themselves in an enger, ef- 
icient, satisfactory form; the one so- 
ution open to them is to treat the 
other people in the same fashion.and 
to pelt impersonal missiles at them 
from afar. 
Not a man on either side 


has the pleasure of identifying the 
particular opponent who slaughters 


him. 
There is scarcely any of that 


individuality of carnage which is so 
contending in a hand-to-hand fight 
, 
And, worse than all, there is none 


of the output of effort, of the bitter 
strain, which necessarily accompan- 
ies the exhibition of brute hardihood. 
The bravery of to-day is a nervous, 
contemplative process; there is no 
action, no movement, no tug about 
it. 
It principally consists in wasting 


obedience until you are hit by a stray 
shot. 
Troops do not like it. 
They 


are always wanting to get ont of it, 
to rush ahead, to strike, to do some^1 
thing violent and comforting on their 
own behalf. 
They feel that it is ab-.; 


solutely unnatural to stand still to 
be killed, that it is totally anomalous 
to rest unagressivo under a tempest 
of ambient peril, that is contrary to 
all the tendencies of humanity to 
mnko no vigorous attempt to ward 
off destruction; and yet that is pre- 
cisely what they have learned to do, 
They may use shelter if they can find 
it (it is no longer cowardly to hide) 
but they may not use action. 
In one 


of Raffett's caricatures, a regiment 
is halted in the middle of a river, with 
water up to the men's necks. 
The 


colonel says to them: 
"My children 


I forbid you to smoke, but I permit 
you to sit down;" and that is very 
much the situation in which Euro- 
pean soldiers are placed in battle 
cow; it is permitted them to be kill- 
ed, but it is forbidden them to fight. 


In Asia, it is true, there is st?ll a 


chance of getting to close quarters, 
and of using the right arm—as « 
good many Englishmen who have 
been in Afghanistan can testify. But 
in modern fighting on the continent, 
the rule is that the foe is eo far off 
that no fighting can reach him. The

shape of courage is based upon the 
suppression of direct effort 
It has 


become a passive process, in which 
we endure instead of acting.

Weuhmgton DtepotcA. 


One of the most important meas- 


ures before congress is that of Me- 
Coid, of Iowa, for the election of a 
president and vice president in the 
case of a vacancy. 
It is promised 


early and manure consideration. 
It 


provides that the electors appointed 
by each state for the election of pres- 
ident and vice president shall hold 
thoir trusts ae such electors and con- 
stitute the colleges of electors of their 
respective states for the presidential 
term of four years, with power to fill 
vacancies. 
That in .case of the re- 


moval, death, resignation, or inabili- 
ty, both of the president and vice 
president, the secretary of state shall 
perform the ministerial duties of the 
office of president ad interim, aud 
shall immediately issue a proclama- 
tion declaring a vacancy to have oc- 
curred, and appoint a day, not less 
than thirty days thereafter, upon 
which the colleges of electors of the 
several states shall meet for the elec- 
tion of a president and vice president 
for the unexpired term of the quad- 
rennial presidential terra, aud that 
the couufang of the electoral vote 
shall take place upon the second 
Tuesday after tho meeting and or- 
ganization of the next succeeding 
and regular session of congress, un- 
less congress shall be in session when 
such election occurs, when the count- 
ing shall take place upon the eighth 
Tuesday after such election.

Blaine was at the head of the diplo- 
matic affairs of this government, and 
in hie instructions to Mr. Trescott he 
authorized him, in case tho Chilian 
government declined to relieve the 
president of tho painful impression 
created by it in his mind with refer- 
ence to its overthrow of the Calderon 
government (which had been recog- 
nized by the United States) to say to 
the Chilian authorities that such 
action was considered by the presi- 
dent as "an intentional and unwar- 
ranted offense," a'nd "of such un- 
friendly import as to require an im- 
mediate suspension of all diplomatic 
intercourse." * With these instruc- 
tions in his pocket the special envoy 
departed for South America, but when 
Mr. Blaine left tho state department

sume that such a measure will be 
pnssedby Congress at the present 
session. 
The uproar against 
the 


banks which has formed so large a 
part of public declamation during 
some years, grows faint as the prac- 
tical, question comes to be solved. 
" What will you do without them ? " 
Banks of some sort must 
exist. 


Business cannot go on without them. 
They are as indispensable as the rail- 
way, the telegraph, the newspaper. 
The question is not whether we shall 
have banks, but what kind we shall 
have. In our history as a nation 
we have tried every kind of bank 
known to the human race. 
We have 


had a Bank of the United States- 
two of them; we have had every va- 
riety of local bank working under 
State charters, and we have had the 
present system of national banks. 
Of all the sorts and conditions of 
banks we have tried, which has giv- 
en the best satisfaction ? Undoubt- 
edly the present system. 
But if it 


were otherwise it would still be nec- 
essary to continue the system until a 
new one could be devised to take its 
place. 
The forced 
liquidation of 


2.100 
banks, with $500,000,000 of 


capital and double that amount of 
outstanding loans employed in con- 
ducting the exchanges of the coun- 
try nnd keeping the wheels of indus- 
try busy, would put a stricture on 
trade which would be felt disastrous- 
ly in every haunt of traffic, from the 
beer baloon of Justus Schawb to the 
counting-room of the millionaire. 
It 


is true that not all would go into 
liquidation at once. 
The first plat- 


oon would bo 370 in number—about 
onp-sixth of tho whole, with perhaps 
$150,000,000 of loans to be called in. 
and the proceeds distributed to share- 
holders and depositors—the remain- 
der fulling in from 
time to time. 


Such an operation would be a very 
serious disturbing element to every 
description of business, and we should 
not like to stand in tho shoes of any 
member of Congress who might be 
held responsible to his constituents 
for bringing it about.

SPEEDILY SETTLED. 


However tedious the trial of the 


President's* murderer has been, the 
jury made short work of the case 
after the Judge and the lawyers got 
through their almost interminable 
palaver. 
The general public will not 


have many flattering encomiums to 
pass upon Judge Cox, but the jury 
will go down to posterity crowned 
with tho benisons of millions, and 
with the '•'Well done, good and faith- 
ful servants," of a nation ringing in 
their oars,. 
There has been quite a 


good deal of criticism within the 
past few years upon tho fallibility of 
juries, but the twelve men who have 
patiently listened for nearly sixty 
days to the slush, the twaddle, the 
inconsequential gabble, and the dis- 
gusting buffoonery of the various 
actors in the drama, have added ccn- 
biderably to the respect which tie 
people feel towards the jury system. 
All the skill of tho lawyers, all the 
interruptions of tho murderer, and 
all the leniency of the Judge, did 
not servo to obscure tho minds of the 
jurors upon the main question, nnd 
they were not long in .sifting the 
wheat from the chafi', and getting 
down lo the real question at issue.

NEW YOKK, Ja:o. 31—9:30-a. m.-- 


The New York Times building is 
burning. The flames are raging 


. fiercely, and no donbt the building 


will be a total loss. 


10:40 a. m. — The fire reported as 


breaking out in the Times office orig- 
inated in the building formerly occu- 
pied by the New York World, in the 
same block with the Times building, 
but separated from it by intervening 
buildings. 
Strenuous 
efforts are 


making to save the Times, but the 
lire is spreading rapidly and it is 
feared cannot be controlled short of 
the corner where the Times office is 
located. 


There is a slight snow falling, but 


the air is dry and crisp, with a light 
breeze from the north, which increas- 
es the difficulty of controlling the 
tire. 


The block iu which the fire is burn- 


ing is an irregular shaped gore, with 
the building formerly* occupied by 
the World on its Southeast corner, 
and tho Times building, nnJ the Sun 
office is on tho upper corner of the 
same block with the Tribune. 


S. Jrnnreus Prime sends the follow- 


ing note: 
To Associated Press: The New York 
Observer hus been burned out, and 
this week's issue will be delayed. 


The Observer office was at 37 Park 


Bow, 
in the old World building. 


There were a large number of offices 
stores and advertising agencies in 
that and adjoining buildings. 
In 


«ne of these offices there were a num- 
ber of women employed, and it is re- 
liably asserted that one woman fell 
•» leaped from the roof over Pettin- 
gill's advertising offices, and was 
killed. 


11 n. m.—The southern end of the 


jfore is a mass of ruins, but it is now 
thought that the1 Times office will bo 
»aved, though the danger is not en- 
tirely over. 


11:30—The 
Times building is 


saved, but considerably damaged. 
The flames are confined to the Beek- 
man street and Pnrk Bow corner of 
the block.

The burned building, corner Park 


Row and Beekman street, was occu- 
;pied by the New York World from 
1860 until -its removal to the new 
quarters a few months since.

its destruction is not over $200,000. 
It was insured for §175.000.
